OPENING SESSION. 

The Sixth American Whist Congress was called 
to order by President Theodore Schwarz, who pre- 
sided as Chairman, in the Reception Room, Oriental 
Hotel, Manhattan Beach, Coney Island, N. Y., at 
1 1 :oo A. M. 

Mr. Robert H. Weems : Gentlemen, I have the 
honor of informing you that his Honor, Mr. Fred- 
erick W. Wurster, is here to welcome you on behalf 
of the City of Brooklyn. 

In response to prolonged applause Mayor Wurs- 
ter spoke as follows : 

Mr. Fresidenty Ladies and Gentlemen of the American Whist 
League : 

It affords me great pleasure to have the opportunity of 
welcoming your League to the City of Brooklyn. At the 
time when it was first suggested that your League should 
have its Sixth Annual Meeting in our city, the Committee of 
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Arrangements, knowing that our hotel arrangements in the 
thickly settled part of the city were hardly adequate to give 
proper accommodation, and still wishing to have the meeting in 
the City of Brooklyn, were in a quandary. In the meantime, we 
quietly annexed the old town of Gravesend, in which is the 
Oriental Hotel and all of this beach, so that we might have 
the opportunity of selecting this hotel and still entertain you 
in the City of Brooklyn. That has been done, gentlemen, 
for your edification, and to-day, while you are upon perhaps 
one of the finest beaches in the United States, you are still 
in the City of Brooklyn, and as mayor of that city I cordially 
welcome you. 

I need hardly dwell upon the reasons why you are here. 
You all know, and the public knows, that this is the Sixth 
Annual Meeting of the American Whist League, a society 
formed to carry out the purposes of your association. The 
game which you play, no doubt, is acknowledged to-day to 
be the most intellectual of all games, I will not say any- 
thing in reference to the game, for I know but little of it in 
comparison with the great players who are represented here 
to-day. I want you all to feel as if you owned the city, and 
wd are going to try to make it as pleasant as possible for you. 

I thank you for your attention. 

The Chairman : 

On behalf of the American Whist League, I thank you 
for your gracious words of welcome, and 1 am quite sure 
that the ladies and gentlemen present reciprocate all the 
kind things you have said. Brooklyn has been called a City 
of Churches, but to-day it is a City of Whist, of whist play- 
ers, and whist enthusiasm. I have also heard it called **Miss 
Brooklyn,** but I think that is a misnomer. Brooklyn is mar- 
ried ; she is married to whist, and has a large and enthusi- 
astic family. In the wide domain of sports, Brooklyn occupies 
a prominent place. She has, I think, the greatest number of 
whist clubs in the League. She has one of the greatest, if 
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not the greatest, chess player living, and I am told that she 
has something peculiar to herself — the sole manufacture of 
puzzles. I don't know that a puzzle can be called a sport, 
but I know, however, that whist problems are a puzzle, and 
I have seen many a hand at whist that has been a puzzle. 
Heretofore the Congress has held its sessions in the heart of 
a great city, but Brooklyn offers something original ; she 
gives us something unique — a Congress by the sea. She has 
given us an ideal place to hold a Congress, and I am sure 
that we shall enjoy it, and are likely to come again to a place 
like this, if we can do it, whenever we hold a Congress. 

I have heard much recently about "Greater New York,*' 
but without Brooklyn Greater New York is impossible. In 
the whist world your city is to-day, has been for some years 
past, and is likely to continue to be *' Greater Brooklyn.'* 

Mr. Bertram D. Kribben : Mr. President, I move 
that. Col. Franklin Allen be appointed Assistant 
Recording Secretary during this meeting. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

On motion, the Recording Secretary was ap- 
pointed as the Committee on Credentials. 

The Chairman : The Secretary will please call the 
roll. 

The roll of clubs was then called and credentials 
from sixty-seven clubs were handed in and eleven 
associate members answered to their names when 
called. 

The Secretary then called the roll of honorary 
members, but none answered. 
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The Chairman : 
Ladies and Gentlemen of the American Whist League : 

I congratulate you one and all upon the growth and pros- 
perity of this League. Looking back to the time just pre- 
ceding the first Congress, I can well remember the doubts 
which possessed us as to its success. It seemed impossible 
that we could gather delegates from all over the United 
States. At that Congress there were about thirty odd clubs, 
very few of which were distinctively whist clubs. What we 
lacked in numbers, however, we made up in enthusiasm. 
Even after the first Congress there were pessimists who de- 
clared that there would never be a second, and after the sec- 
ond there were still men of little faith who declared there 
would never be a third; but happily these doubters have dis- 
appeared. We have now in the neighborhood of one hun- 
dred and thirty-four clubs in the League. The large number 
of clubs in the League brings us face to face with certain diffi- 
culties. In the first place, after we have nearly exhausted 
the list of the large cities, it will be difficult to find a suitable 
place to hold the sessions of these Congresses. It will be 
impossible to hold a Congress in a small town, not only on 
account of the expense, but on account of the hotel facilities. 
This brings to my mind the suggestion made by the worthy 
father and founder of this League. He said the time would 
come when we would have to have a permanent abiding place 
and a home, and suggested one of the islands in the St. 
Lawrence. It may be premature to discuss this question, 
but I present it for your thoughtful consideration. 

There is still another question, which I approach with 
some hesitation, because there is a difference of opinion as to 
the policy to be pursued. At the first Congress Mr. Trist 
was not present, but he sent us a communication in which he 
advocated the adoption of some text book upon the game for 
the purpose of making whist what it was intended to be, a 
language, and every card an intelligible sentence. He said

in that paper that if a whist player from the East met one 
from the West, it should not be necessary for them to ask 
each other what system they played, but the cards should 
speak for themselves. Nothing was done at that Congress, 
and nothing has been done since. In common with others, 
I hoped that after that Congress there would be a blending, 
and that the annual meetings would have a tendency to har- 
monize different systems and different methods. Instead of 
that, however, we have been getting wider and wider apart, 
until to-day a whist player cannot sit at a table with a stranger 
without asking him what system he plays. New conventions 
have arisen. The echo means two or three different things. 
There are half a dozen different methods of discard; there are 
long suit theorists and short suit theorists, and taken together 
there is a wider difference to-day than there was at the start. 

Now, it seems to me, that it is the duty of the American 
Whist League to correct this state of affairs if it is possible. 
We can appoint a committee of expert players, men who have 
fought their way to the front, and let them sift the different 
methods in vogue at the present time and recommend to the 
whist players of the country that which they think is best. 

I do not mean by this that we should adopt any text 
book upon the game, or that we should arbitrarily impose 
upon the players of the country any particular system, nor 
would I restrain individual liberty of action. It would be 
simply in the nature of a recommendation, and would tell the 
players of the American Whist League and the whist players at 
large just what we thought was the best, without preventing 
them from playing something else if they desired to do so. 

Mr. Milton C. Work : On behalf of the Tour- 
nament Committee, I beg leave to state that the play 
starting this afternoon will consist of three contests : 
The Hamilton Trophy Contest, for teams of four, will 
start this afternoon at 2 o'clock and continue during the 
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week. I will merely say that the entries will close 
promptly at 1 2 o'clock. There are now posted on the 
board nineteen entries. If there is any team that 
desires to enter, and has not already done so, its time 
is short. Entries that are not received by 1 2 o'clock 
cannot be considered. 

The same rule will apply to the entries for the 
Minneapolis Trophy Contest. They will close at 12 
also. In regard to that trophy and the contest for it, 
the committee desires to emphasize the point that 
entries should be in the name of a club, and that that 
club can for any session change its players, either one 
or both. There will be ten sessions in the five days, 
so that it will be possible for a club, if it desires to do 
so, to have twenty different players represented in that 
contest. On the other hand, the committee most 
earnestly request that no club will enter this contest 
unless it sees its way clear to remain in the contest 
during the entire five days. For any club to withdraw 
during the contest would interfere with the schedule, 
and would be a great disadvantage. Therefore, I urge 
the clubs not to enter unless they see their way clear 
to continue the pairs. This should be one of the most 
popular events in the series of contests. 

The other contest will be a Progressive Match for 
Pairs. 

In that event the entries will be allowed to remain 
open until some little time after 1 2 o'clock. 

There is one other matter to which I desire to call 
the attention of all who intend to participate in any 
of the contests in this tournament, and that is Rule 7, 
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on page 7 of the Book of Rules. That is the rule in 
regard to the giving of information. I won't trouble 
you by reading it now, because I assume that you all 
have read it, and if you have not, you ought to do so. 
While we do not imagine that it will be necessary to 
enforce any such rule as this, nevertheless we desire to 
g^ve notice that the rule will be strictly enforced, and 
that the giving of information in any way, shape or 
form, whether the information be . vital or not, will 
result in the individual's and his pair or team's being 
debarred from the contest. I can only say, on behalf 
of the Tournament Committee, that we hope that the 
entries for the events will be large. 

In the Hamilton Trophy Contest the drawings will 
be announced as soon as possible. As you know, they 
will be divided into sections of fours, and no one will 
be permitted to be present at the play, except mem- 
bers of the Executive and Tournament Committee. 

All entries for any of the contests should be made 
in the Administration Room, and should be made to 
Mr. Stone. I will also say that arrangements are 
now in progress which we think will result to the 
entire satisfaction of every one as to the accommoda- 
tions that will be afforded them for play. 

The Recprding Secretary,: Mr. President, at the 
mid-winter meeting of the Executive Committee, 
which was held in St Louis, it was moved that Mr. 
Barney be requested to secure from the Legislature 
of the State of Rhode Island such an amendment to 
the charter of the American Whist League as would 
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permit proper clubs from countries other than the 
United States to join the League. I wish to report 
that such an amendment has been obtained from 
the Legislature of the State of Rhode Island, and was 
granted by that State on the 13th day of May, 1896. 

I will read the amendment :

January Session, A. D. 1896. 

AN ACT 

In amendment of an act entitled ** An act to incorporate the 
American Whist League," passed at the January Session, 
A. D. 1895. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows : 

Section i. Section i of an act entitled '*An act to 
incorporate the American Whist League,*' passed at the 
January session. A, D, 1895, is hereby amended so as to read 
as follows : 

**Sec. 2, Voluntary associations and clubs incorporated 
under the laws of the United States, or under the laws of any 
state or territory therein, or under the laws of any foreign 
country maybe admitted as members of said corporation.*' 

Sec. 2. This act shall take effect from and after its 
passage.

There are attached to this report itemized statements of 
all receipts and disbursements, with vouchers. June 22, 
1895, the Executive Committee authorized the borrowing of 
1500 to meet the payment of bills. I borrowed the sum of 
1500 at 4 per cent, interest from Mr. R. H. Weems for four 
months. When this note fell due there were not on hand 
funds sufl&cient to take it up. The note was therefore re- 
newed for four months by Mr. Weems, and he very gener- 
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ously allowed it to bear the same rate of interest. This re- 
newal note was paid in full March 3, 1896. I have not in- 
cluded in the summary of receipts the proceeds of this note, 
as I wish there to show the actual revenue of the League. 
This loan enabled me to meet all bills promptly, and there 
are at present none outstanding. 

The expenses of this Congress will probably exhaust the 
balance in the treasury. As under the by-laws dues are not 
payable until January next, for the balance of this year the 
funds in the treasury will be low, and there may be necessity 
for resorting to another loan to meet expenses. After Jan- 
uary next, however, the revenue should be ample to meet all 
expenses.

When it requires me to speak, I don't feel quite so 
much at home ; but on this occasion I am very glad to have 
an opportunity of thanking you and the League generally, 
and the individual members of it, for the exceedingly kind 
welcome which they have given me on my appearance in 
America. I don't think you will deem my feeling less sincere 
if I express it very briefly, and so I thank you for the honor 
which you have given me and the way in which you have 
received me on my visit to America. ^

To the Sixth American Whist Congress: 

As in the past, the character of the League Clubs, has, 
during the past year, been marked by great diversity.

" To jR. IT. Weems : 

**My Dear Sir — Many thanks for yours of the 14th. I 
am much gratified to know that systems of play which I 
adopted twenty- five years ago, and which fell flat in England, 
except among personal friends, have in America been lately 
appreciated. It seems to me that in England, when any nov- 
elty is brought forward, people ask, ' Who has brought this 
forward ? ' If the * Who ' is not an admitted authority, the 
novelty is ignored. In America it is asked, * What is the 
novelty ? ' and it is examined, and, if found to be sound, is 
adopted. It is progress versus stick-in-the-mud. 

** I can assure you it is a very great disappointment to 
me to feel that in spite of all your kind suggestions I dare 
not venture on a trip to Brooklyn. Rough service in South 
Africa and in India has taken a great deal out of me, thus 
having passed three score and ten years, I am obliged to be 
careful. Any disturbance of my usual quiet habits sets me 
wrong. 

** I know what a welcome I should receive and how at 
home I should feel with American whist players. I trust 
you will express my feelings at the Congress. It would 
really be worth a trip to America to see Miss Kate Wheelock, 
whom I had the honor of meeting here and whose intellec- 
tual intensity was delightful. 

**As a means of cultivating the perceptions and the 
reasoning faculties, I have long maintained that whist was a 
better means than many of the so-called sciences. Then, 
too, how a man's nature and character are revealed at whist. 
This I endeavored to call attention to in my ** Whist Players 
and Their Ways,'* in the appendix to the fourth edition of 
my ** Art of Practical Whist.'' But even now, in 1896, I 
find men doing and saying those very things to which I called 
attention years ago. With kind regards I remain, very sin- 
cerely yours, «' A. W. DRAYSON."

WEDNESDAY MORNING, JUNE 24, 1896. 

SECOND SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order by President 
Theodore Schwarz at i i o'clock a. m., and the Secre- 
tary directed to read the minutes of the previous 
meeting. 

Mr. B. D. Kribben, Recording Secretary, then 
read the minutes. 

The Chairman : If there is no objection, the min- 
utes as read will be approved. 

The Recording Secretary : Mr. President, at the 
mid-winter meeting of the Executive Committee it 
was decided that the exact status of the Hamilton 
Club Trophy and the American Whist League Chal- 
lenge Trophy should be determined, and for that pur- 
pose this matter was referred to a committee to 
report thereon. That committee recommends to the 
Congress as follows, which recommendation I now 
offer in the shape of a motion : 

Resolved, That the Hamilton Club Trophy be and the 
same hereby is declared to be the Championship Trophy of 
the American Whist League for "teams of four representing 
League Clubs. 

Resolution duly seconded and carried. 
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Mr. Weems : In connection with that resolution, 
I have one to offer, as follows : 

Resolved^ That the Hamilton Club Trophy be kept as a 
perpetual trophy, to be played for at each annual Congress, 
and to be held by the club winning it until the next succeed- 
ing Congress: 

And would ask that the consideration of this resolu- 
tion be deferred until Friday of this week. Mean- 
while it can be discussed by the delegates. We all 
understand, of course, that this was the action of the 
Executive Committee, but it is for the Congress to 
decide this matter, and I want to give sufficient time 
to all to discuss it and to come here prepared, on Fri- 
day, to act upon it. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

The Recording Secretary : Mr. President, the 
Executive Committee have also suggested that cer- 
tain changes in certain by-laws as they now exist be 
made, and I will now read the by-laws as they are 
proposed to be amended : 

AMENDMENTS TO ARTICLE IV. 

Section 4. All annual dues'shall be due and payable in 
advance ; those of auxiliary associations on the ist day of 
December in each year, and those of clubs and associate 
members on the ist day of January in each year. 

Strike out Section 5, and substitute : 

Section 5. All auxiliary associations hereafter elected 
shall pay to the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth of the 
amount fixed as annual dues, for each month, from the ist 
of the month nearest their election up to the ist day of De- 
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cember following, and thereafter annual dues as above pre- 
scribed ; and no association shall be enrolled until their dues 
for the current year have been paid. 

Section 6. All clubs and associate members hereafter 
elected, shall pay to the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth 
of the amount fixed as annual dues, for each month, from 
the ist of the month nearest their election up to the ist of 
January following, and thereafter annual dues as above 
prescribed ; and no club or associate member shall be 
enrolled until their dues for the current year have been paid. 

Section 7. If the annual dues of any League club or 
associate member remain unpaid for three months after the 
same are due and payable, the Executive Committee of the 
League shall have power to suspend such delinquent after 
thirty days' notice. Such delinquent shall be subject to ex- 
pulsion at any subsequent meeting of the League, by a two- 
thirds vote. 

Section 8. If the annual dues of an auxiliary associa- 
tion remain unpaid for thirty days after the same are due and 
payable, such association shall stand suspended until such 
dues are paid in full. In case such dues shall not be paid 
prior to the opening of the next following Congress of the 
League, such association shall be subject to expulsion by a 
two-thirds vote. 

Provided, however, that the suspension or expulsion of 
any auxiliary association shall not affect the standing of any 
League club belonging thereto which shall itself pay its full 
annual dues to the League. 

Section 9. Any club or associate member whose dues 
have been paid up to January ist of any year may withdraw 
at any time within sixty days after such date on notice in 
writing to the Recording Secretary, and surrender of their 
charter or certificate of membership, without paying dues for 
the current year; but, except as above, no League club, asso- 
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date member or auxiliary associatian shall be permitted to 
withdraw until their dues are fully paid and their charter or 
certificate of membership surrendered. 

Mr. E. T. Baker: I move that these amend- 
ments be referred to the Committee on By-Laws. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Mandell : Mr. President, I desire to offer 
the following resolution : 

Resolvedy That the Bureau of Administration of the Sixth 
and each succeeding Congress be established, and that the 
President of the League be authorized to appoint a chief of 
said Bureau, with full power to appoint the necessary assist- 
ants. 

Resolution duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Schwarz: I name as chief of that Bureau 
for this Congress Mr. Jay Stone. 

Mr. Tormey : Mr. President, I desire to offer the 
following resolution : 

Resolved^ That the President appoint an Advisory Com- 
mittee to consider the feasibility of carrying out the sugges- 
tion contained in his opening address: << that a standing com- 
mittee be appointed to sift the different methods or systems 
of play, etc.," and recommend that which in their judgment 
is the best. 

Mr. Mandell : I move the adoption of that reso- 
lution. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 
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Mr. S. F. Rawson : I was about to move to re- 
consider that motion and move to lay it on the table, 
because I saw a mention of it in the newspapers, and 
do not appreciate the proposition. I do not exactly 
know what that would bring about, as to who would 
be bound by it, or anything of that kind. 

Mr. Schwarz : I will state to the gentleman that 
this committee is simply to consider the advisability of 
the matter. It is simply an Advisory Committee. 

Mr. Weems : Mr. President, the committee ap- 
pointed to obtain souvenirs to be given to the players 
of the winning teams in the various contests has dis- 
charged its duty very ably, as will be seen from an ex- 
amination of the souvenirs which they have selected. 
In the contest between the auxiliary associations they 
provided a set of gold sleeve buttons, to be given to 
the team on the winning side making the highest 
score. They provided a set of silver sleeve buttons 
for the team on the losing side having the highest 
score. Since the match has been played it turns out 
that the team in the contest having the highest score 
of all is the team on the losing side, and some gentle- 
men have thought that in view of that fact, the team 
making the highest score, irrespective of which side it 
was on, should receive the gold sleeve buttons. The 
Tournament Committee do not want to be accused of 
any unfairness, or of doing anything that is not right, 
but unless they are otherwise instructed, they will 
probably decide to carry out their original purpose, 
unless the Congress wishes otherwise. 
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Mr. Richards: I move that the Tournament 
Committee's action in carrying out the plan as laid 
down prior to the match, that the gold sleeve buttons 
should be given to the team having the highest score 
on the winning side, be approved. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Weems: Mr. President, I have another 
matter to bring to your attention, and then I shall be 
through. In the contest on the winning side there 
were two teams that were exactly a tie, and we have 
but one set of sleeve buttons. It has been the cus- 
tom of the League in similar cases heretofore, to 
duplicate them, and to give a souvenir to both teams 
that were tied, and I would ask of the Congress how 
these sleeve buttons are to be divided or what is to 
be done in the matter ? 

Mr. Stone: I move that an extra pair of gold 
sleeve buttons be provided. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Kieb : I move that we adjourn until 1 1 
o'clock to-morrow morning.

Mr. Work : Mr. President, I move that the Con- 
gress authorize the changing of the free-for-all match 
scheduled for to-day of " East against West," as it is 
in the present schedule, to a match for Progressive 
Pairs. 

The match as arranged by the Executive Com- 
mittee, and as scheduled, was East against West. It 
seems extremely probable that inasmuch as all the 
Western players, or the great majority of them, are 
in other contests, that the representation of the West 
would necessarily be decidedly limited.

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Mr. Metcalf : Mr. President and Gentlemen of 
the League — ^In the absence of Mr. Lesue, the Chair- 
man of the Committee on Nominations, I have been 
requested to present the following report :

The gentlemen whose terms have just expired do not 
seek re-election. 

The President : Gentlemen, what is your pleas- 
ure in regard to these nominations ? 

Mr. Stone : I move the report of the committee 
be adopted. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Smith: Mr. President, it seems to me that 
this is hardly an election. If there is no objection, I 
move that the Secretary be instructed to cast one 
ballot for each of the various gendemen named in 
nomination. 
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Mr. Metcalf: Mr. President, may I ask what 
provision is made for the election of officers ? 

The President: This is the method which has 
always been adopted at the preceding Congresses. 
This is the precedent that has been established, and 
unless there is opposition, it will prevail, I suppose, in 
this Congress. 

The Secretary has cast his vote as instructed and 
the gentlemen named are elected. 

I leave the chair with the consciousness that the 
administration of the affairs of the League could not 
have fallen into more competent hands. 

Mr. Work: I move that a committee be ap- 
pointed to escort the new President to the chair. 
Carried. 

The President: I appoint Messrs. Work and 
Weems as such committee. 

Mr. Barney then took the chair. 

Mr. Barney: 

Gentlemen and Members of the American Whist League : 

I need not tell you how deep is my feeling of gratitude 
and of appreciation for this honor — this additional honor — 
you have conferred upon me. From the first I feel that I 
have been honored far beyond my deserts by the American 
Whist League. It is now scarcely five years since this 
League was formed, and yet so deeply have I been connected 
with it that it seems to represent to me a large portion of my 
life. 

A little over five years ago, a stranger to almost all of 
the delegates of the First Congress, with no idea whatever 
of obtaining any prominence at the meeting or in any organ- 
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ization that might come from the meeting, happening to be 
one of the few Eastern men (I can give no other reason for 
it), I was placed on the Committee on Laws, and my prede- 
cessor's unfortunate illness — his voice could not be used at 
the time of the report — brought me before the Congress, and 
to that I owe the honor which was placed upon me by mak- 
ing me the Recording Secretary of the League. 

For four years I held that position, and endeavored, so 
far as I knew, to assist the cause of whist and the welfare of 
the American Whist League. How much I have been able 
to do, you can perhaps judge far better than I can. I can 
only say that all through that term of ofl&ce, and through the 
term of Vice President which followed it, I have endeavored 
to have nothing personal in my work, to have no object 
before me in my efforts, except to promote the cause of the 
game we love, and to advance the cause of this League; and 
that will be the one aim of my administration of this ofl&ce as 
head of the American Whist League. I shall endeavor to 
perform its duties with absolute impartiality and with the 
one idea of emulating as far as I may the example of the 
three glorious men who have preceded me, Mr. Elliott, Capt. 
Walton and Mr. Schwarz. 

What is the further pleasure of this Congress ? 

(Cries of Mandell). 

The Recording Secretary : I will state that Mr. 
Mandell is not here. He was obliged to leave this 
morning. 

Mr. Schwarz : The pressure of business engage- 
ments has called him to New York ; I know he will 
greatly regret his inability to be here in person, and I 
desire to say for him that I know he will greatly 
appreciate the honor conferred upon him and in his 
behalf I thank you. 
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The President : Is there any further business to 
come before this session of Congress? 

Mr. Henriques: Mr. President, I am not very 
familiar with the history of this League, nor with the 
course of procedure, but it seems to me that a vote of 
thanks to the President just retired would not be out 
of order, and I now offer a motion that the thanks of 
the Congress be tendered ex-President Schwarz, and 
that the Secretary be directed to place it in proper 
form upon the minutes. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Metcalf: Mr. President, I notice what 
seems to mean a little more business here. That is 
that the term of one of the Judges of x^ppeals expires 
at the present session. 

Mr. Richards : I would state that the Committee 
on By-Laws has a recommendation to present to the 
Congress that the Judge of Appeals should be elected 
at this Congress tomorrow, if the report of the Com- 
mittee is ready, and the law changed. 

The President : I presume it can be done at that 
time; it could not be done before. The Committee on 
Nominations, however, might hold themselves together 
until it can be changed. 

Mr. Metcalf : It would facilitate matters if the 
Committee on By-Laws report to the Committee on 
Nominations. 
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Mr. Richards: The suggestion is a very good 
one, because a partial re}>ort can be made to the Com- 
mittee on Nominations as far as that point is to be 
covered. 

The President: Mr. Schwarz, there is a duty to 
perform which is a very pleasant one, that of placing 
upon you the badge of ex-President and of life mem- 
ber of the Executive Committee. (The President then 
pinned upon the lapel of Mr. Schwarz' coat the badge 
in question.) 

Mr. Schwarz : I am sure that I appreciate this 
as much, or more, than the Presidency. 

Mr. Richards : Mr. President, the Committee on 
By-Laws recommends the following change in Article 
X., Section 2, which reads as follows : 

" The first three members of the Board (speaking of the 
Judges of Appeals) shall be elected by the Executive Com- 
mittee for terms of one, two and three years, respectively; 
and thereafter the Executive Committee shall annually, at its 
first regular meeting, elect one member of the Board for the 
term of three years. ' ' 

They would recommend that this section be 
changed to read as follows : 

**The first three members of the Board shall be elected 
by the Executive Committee for terms of one, two and three 
years, respectively; and thereafter the Congress shall an- 
nually elect one member of the Board for the term of three 
years. ' ' 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President, I would ask for infor- 
mation if the word "Board" there applies to the 
Board of Judges. 
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The President : Certainly it does. The Article 
relates to Judges of Appeals, and that would be a 
Board of Judges. 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President, I move you that that 
portion of the report of the Committee on By-Laws as 
suggested by the Chairman be adopted. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Metcalf: Mr. President, in the place of 
Walter H. Barney, whose term expires as one of the 
Judges of Appeals at the present session, I desire to 
present in nomination the name of Joseph S. Neff, of 
Philadelphia. 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President, it is with the greatest 
pleasure of my life that I second the nomination of 
Dr. Joseph S. Neff. 

Mr. Work : Mr. President, I move the Secretary 
be instructed to cast the ballot of the League for the 
nominee. Motion carried. 

The President: The Secretary reports that he 
has so cast the ballot, and I declare Joseph S. Neff a 
member of the board for the term of three years. 

Mr. Schwarz : Mr. President and Gentlemen — 
I desire to place my resignation as one of the Judges 
of Appeals in the hands of this Congress. In doing 
this I say that I fully appreciate the high honor that 
has been placed upon me, but I desire to retire from 
all active participation in the affairs of the League. 

Mr. Richards : I move that the resignation of 
the ex-President be laid upon the table. 
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Mr. Smith : If the gentleman will kindly with- 
draw his motion, I should like to be heard on this 
question. I think I speak with authority when I say 
that it is the earnest desire oF^Mr. Schwarz, against 
the wishes of all his friends in this Congress, to retire 
from this board. It has been his desire from the 
start. It was against his own desire that he was put 
upon the board at the outset, and I move that the 
resignation of Mr. Schwarz be accepted. 

Mr. Stone : I move to amend that motion by 
adding the words, "with great regret." 

Mr. Henriques: Can a motion to lay on the 
table be amended ? 

The President : The motion to table has been 
withdrawn. 

Motion duly seconded. Lost. 

Mr. Schwarz : Gentlemen — I am very sorry, but 
I must positively insist. Now, you will be kind enough 
if you really think anything of me to accept this resig- 
nation. I stated that I desire to retire ; please do not 
insist upon my staying there. 

Mr. Smith : I trust that no man will misunder- 
stand my position in this matter. I believe that you 
are all well aware that Theodore Schwarz has no 
warmer friend in the American Whist League than I 
am, and it is with the greatest regret that I move to 
accept his resignation. 

Motion to adjourn, lost. 
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Mr. Kieb : I move to reconsider the motion to 
accept the resignation of Mr. Schwarz. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

The main question being then put, the resignation 
of Mr. Schwarz, as Judge of Appeals, was accepted. 

Mr. Smith : Now, Mr. President, it is with great 
pleasure that I offer the name of George L. Bunn, of 
8t. Paul, to fill the office of Judge of Appeals in place 
of Mr. Schwarz. 

Motion made and duly seconded (with the consent 
of the Committee on Nominations). Carried. 

The President : The Secretary has cast his bal- 
lot for Mr. Bunn, and I declare him elected for the 
unexpired term of Mr. Schwarz. 

Mr. Work: Mr. President, the Tournament 
Committee beg leave to further report that they have 
received so few entries for the scheduled match to-day, 
namely, the Second Progressive Match for Fours, that 
they fear that that match will not be a glittering suc- 
cess. They would like to substitute such other match 
for that as may seem to meet with the wishes of the 
players. The match suggested is a match between 
women and men. That seems to be the desire of a 
great many. It would be very difficult to get a Pro- 
gressive Match for Fours, in view of the fact that all 
of the fours are going to enter the American Whist 
League Trophy Contest. 

The Recording Secretary : I move that the Tour- 
nament Committee be vested with full powers to sub- 
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stitute such method of play in place of the Progres- 
sive Match for Fours this afternoon as it may deem 
proper or necessary. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

The meeting, on motion, then adjourned until 1 1 
o'clock to-morrow. 



SATURDAY MORHIMQ, JUHE 27, 1896. 

FIFTH SESSION. 

The meeting was called to order by Mr. Walter 
H. Barney, the newly elected President, at 1 1 o'clock, 
and the Secretary directed to read the minutes of the 
last meeting. 

The Recording Secretary then read the minutes of 
the preceding meeting, which were approved. 

Mr. Richards : Mr. President, I wish to make 
an explanation, as the report of the Committee on 
By-Laws must necessarily be somewhat disjointed in 
the shape in which I present it. The reason for that 
is that the report as made out in full, was given to a 
member of the By-Laws Committee to look over and 
see whether there were any changes to be made, and 
he promised to return it, but he has gone to New 
York and has no doubt taken it with him. However, 
I can give you practically all of it, and as made out 
it will be given to the Recording Secretary. 

The report suggests the following changes : 
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That Article IV., Section 4, be amended so as to read : 

All annual dues shall be payable in advance ; those of 

Auxiliary Associations on the ist day of December and those 

of Clubs and Associate members on the ist day of January, 

in each year. 

That Section 5 be amended to read : 

All Auxiliary Associations hereafter elected shall pay to 
the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth of the amount fixed 
as annual dues, for each month, from the ist of the month 
nearest their election to the ist day of December following, 
and thereafter annual dues as provided in Section 4, and no 
Association shall be enrolled until the dues for the current 
year have been paid. 

This is the provision of the present law, with the 
exception that it makes the payment of dues from 
Auxiliary Associations payable on the ist of December 
instead of January ist. 

Sec. 6. All Clubs and Associate Members hereafter 
elected, shall pay to the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth 
of the amount fixed as annual dues, for each month, from the 
ist of the month nearest their election to the ist of January 
following, and thereafter annual dues as provided in Section 
4, and no Club or Associate Member shall be enrolled until 
the dues for the current year have been paid. 

The change in this section only touches the ques- 
tion of payment of dues from their date of election, 
the present law reading from the date of their enroll- 
ment, and they are not members until they have paid 
their dues. 

Sec. 7. If the annual dues of any League Club or Asso- 
ciate Member remain unpaid for three months after the same 
are due and payable, the Executive Committee of the League

shall have power to suspend such delinquent after thirty 
days' notice. Such delinquent shall be subject to expulsion 
at any subsequent meeting of the League by a two-thirds 
vote. 

The only change in this section from the present 
law is that Auxiliary Associations are omitted from its 
provisions. 

Sec. 8. If the annual dues of any Auxiliary Association 
remain unpaid for thirty days after the same are due and 
payable, such association shall stand suspended until such 
dues are paid in full. In case such dues are not paid prior 
10 the opening of the next Congress of the League, then such 
association shall be subject to expulsion by a two-thirds vote; 

This is a new section, entirely in regard to the 
standing of Auxiliary Associations. It then goes on : 

Provided, however, that the suspension or expulsion of 
an Auxiliary Association shall not afiect the standing of any 
League club belonging thereto which shall pay its full annual 
dues to the League. 

Sec. 9. Any club or associate member whose dues have 
been paid to January ist of any year, may withdraw before 
March ist following by notice in writing to the Recording 
Secretary and upon surrender of charter or certificate of 
membership, without paying dues for the current year; but, 
except as herein provided, no League club or associate mem- 
ber shall be permitted to withdraw without full payment of 
dues and surrender of charter or certificate of membership. 

The committee further recommend that in regard 
to Associate Members the following changes be made : 

Article II., Section 4, which reads as follows : 
Individual whist players may be admitted as associate 
members of the League by vote of the Executive Committee. 
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We allow this to stand, adding the words : 
"Provided they are not members of any League club." 

Further amendment in regard to Associate mem- 
bers. Section 3 of Article IV. reads : 

"Each associate member shall annually pay to the 
treasurer of the League two (2) dollars. * * 

This has been changed to read : 

"Each associate member shall annually pay to the 
treasurer of the League five (5) dollars/' 

with the recommendation that the law take eflfect on 
the first of January, 1897. 

One other amendment is recommended in regard 
to committees. The present law provides in Article 
VIII. Sec. 9 for the appointment of the following 
committees by the President at the opening of each 
Congress : 

A Committee on Finance. 
A Committee on Nominations. 
A Committee on Laws. 
A Committee on By-Laws. 
A Reception Committee. 
A Press Committee. 

The change has been made because it is very es- 
sential that the Reception and , Press Committees 
should be appointed some little time prior to the open- 
ing of the Congress, and accordingly we recommend 
that this section shall read : 

Sec. 9. Thirty days prior to the opening of each Con- 
gress the President shall appoint a Reception Committee and 
a Press Committee. 
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It then goes on that 

At the opening of each Congress the President shall ap- 
point the following committees : 

1. A Committee on Finance. 

2. A Committee on Nominations. 

3. A Committee on Laws. 

4. A Committee on By-Laws. 

These committees shall consist of three, five or seven 
members, as shall be determined by the President; and all 
matters introduced appertaining to matters of finance, and all 
proposed amendments to the laws or by-laws, shall be re- 
ferred to the appropriate committee without debate. 

There shall also be appointed by each Congress a Com- 
mittee on Credentials, of which the Recording Secretary shall 
be chairman. 

The Chairman : You have heard the report of 
the Committee on By-Laws; what shall be done with 
it? 

Mr. Weems : I move its adoption. 

Mr. Kribben : I second the motion. 

Carried unanimously. 

Mr. Work: Mr. President, the Committee on 
Laws begs leave to report that while there are a num- 
ber of laws in which they believe there should be some 
slight alterations, and a number of others in which they 
believe the wording could be changed to possibly make 
them more clear and more effective, nevertheless in 
the comparatively brief time that they have had at their 
disposal, it has been impossible for them to prepare a 
report that will cover such changes to their satisfac- 
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tion. While they are prepared to report on one or 
two of these questions, they nevertheless deem it 
expedient, in view of the fact that the code as at pres- 
ent adopted is in wide circulation, to suggest that at 
the present Congress no alterations be made, but that 
during the year that will elapse before the Seventh 
Congress convenes, a committee be appointed to con- 
sider the question of the code of both straight and 
duplicate whist laws, and that to this Committee any 
club or individual who has any recommendation to 
make on the subject be instructed to give it or his 
views, and that this committee be requested to formu- 
late a report and present the same at the session of 
the next Congress. Your Committee believes that to 
make a few alterations at this time, and then to make 
other and possibly more general alterations a year 
from now would be unfortunate. We had better stay 
exactly where we are until we are sure that all the 
alterations we have to suggest can be intelligently 
made and carefully considered. 

Mr. Weems : I suggest, if it is in accordance with 
the views of Mr. Work, that that Committee, instead 
of reporting to the Congress shall publish its report 
in " Whist " a month or two before the Congress con- 
venes, so that every whist player can see the proposed 
changes and have his suggestions to make to the Con- 
gress when it convenes. 

Mr. Work : It seems to me that the suggestion 
is a very good one, that the Congress should instruct 
them to make their report in that form and I accept it. 
I think that would be very wise. 
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The Chairman : Shall the report of the Committee 
be adopted with the recommendation that the Com- 
mittee report through the official organ? 

Mr. Tatnall : I move that the report be adopted 
with the suggestion of Mr. Weems. 

Carried. 

Mr. Tormey : The Chairman of the Advisory 
Committee wishes to submit the following report : 

Resolvedy That the committee endorse the recommenda- 
tion of ex-President Schwarz, and suggest that the Congress 
authorize the President to appoint a committee of seven ex- 
perts to report a system of play at either the next mid-winter 
meeting of the Executive Committee or the Seventh Annual 
Congress. 

Mr. Smith: I move that it be adopted and a 
committee appointed as recommended. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

The Chairman : The Chair will appoint as that 
committee : 

Milton C. Work, of Philadelphia; John H. 
Briggs, of Minneapolis; George W. Keehn. of Chi- 
cago; George L. Bunn, of St. Paul; Thomas A. Whe- 
LAN, of Baltimore; Edgar A. Buffinton, of Brooklyn, 
and Lander M. Bouve, of Boston. 

Mr. Weems : I move that the prizes which were 
provided for the second match for Progressive Match 
for Fours be awarded to the teams in the match be- 
tween the men and women making the highest score, 
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one on each side, and that Miss Kate Wheelock be 
appointed a committee of one to present the prizes to 
the respective ladies. 

Mr. -. : I understand that there were two 

teams that made the top score among the ladies yes- 
terday. 

Mr. Weems : Then I move, Mr. President, that 
an additional pair of knives be procured and pre- 
sented to the ladies. 

Mr. Keiley : I move that the ladies get all foiir 
knives. 

Mr. Weems: I hardly think that is fair, and I 
don't think it would be satisfactory to the ladies. In 
fact, I may say that I have been telegraphed here that 
it would not be. 

Mr. Keiley's motion was thereupon withdrawn, 
and Mr. Weems' motion, duly seconded, carried. 

Mr. Weems : I beg further to say that a sugges- 
tion has been made to me, to which I would like you 
to give respectful attention. The contest for the 
Hamilton Trophy grows keener and keener every 
year, and in the finals two clubs enter. We provide 
souvenirs for the winners, but there is no recognition 
whatever of the individuals who are in the losing team 
on the last day, and many think it would be agreeable 
to all if souvenirs were provided for the members of 
the team which lost in the final section on the last 
day ; to bring it up for action I move that it be done. 
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Mr. Baldwin: I move that the losing team in 
the finals in the Hamilton Trophy Contest be pre- 
sented with knives. (Laughter.) 

Mr. Buffinton : I move that instead of knives 
that they be given a drum. 

Mr. Remak : I seem to be a very slightly inter- 
ested party in this motion. But it seems to me that 
the principle that is involved in it is a correct one. 
That is to say, that there should be some recognition 
of the losing team in the finals in our most important 
contest. As to the propriety of adopting it in this 
Congress when other teams have not had it, that 
seems very questionable, but I do think if it should be 
the sentiment of the Congress to adopt any such 
'' runner-up " prizes that they should not be souvenirs 
to individuals, but should be some appropriate prize 
to the club, and I hope that in whatever shape this 
motion shall be put that the trophy should be for the 
club, for club ownership rather than for the individual. 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President, I think I fully concur 
in what Mr. Remak says, and I offer as an amend- 
ment to the motion originally made that it take the 
line of Mr. Remak's remarks. 

Mr. Weems : I want to say that I can't agree with 
Mr. Remak. He may be right and I may be wrong, 
as I usually am. Though you give souvenirs to the 
members of the winning team, the club also gets the 
prize. Now these four men are losing time, they 
come here and fight for five days, and go home and

get nothing. They lose in the last hour and get noth- 
ing whatever, and I hope the original motion will be 
carried. 

Mr. Richards : I, myself, have always believed 
in the justice of what Mr. Remak has said and placed 
in the form of an amendment to the motion of Mr. 
Weems. The Hamilton Club Trophy was put up to 
be contested for by clubs. The men come here car- 
rying the banner of their club, arid in my recommend- 
ation to the Executive Committee I have strongly 
suggested that when the finances of the Treasurer 
allow the presentation of a fit souvenir to be placed 
in the club room that that should be procured. It 
is the club name that they carry here : it is the club 
that they are fighting for ; it is the club that gets the 
glory. It is the honor, not the value of the prize, 
they care for. 

Mr. Weems : Mr. President, I have been re- 
quested to ask for a roll call. 

The roll was then called, and the Secretary re- 
ported that the amendment to Mr. Weems* motion 
was carried by a vote of 22 to 16. 

Mr. Smith : I think it is well understood that the 
winning team not only has the honor of holding the 
championship for the year, but has the possession of 
the trophy for the year, and the individual players of 
the team receive souvenirs ; and instead of giving 
individual souvenirs to the members of the losing 
team, the club gets the souvenir. 
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The Chairman : The Chair has received the fol- 
lowing communication :

The citizens of Nashville and the State will wel- 
come you most heartily, and everything possible will be done 
to make the meeting an agreeable and successful one.

Mr. Smith : I move that the communication be 
received with thanks and referred to the Executive 
Committee. 

Mr. Baker : The Finance Committee reports 
that the books and vouchers of the Treasurer have 
been examined and found correct. 

The Chairman : Shall the report be adopted and 
the committee discharged ? 

On motion, duly seconded, the report was so 
adopted.

The Chairman : The Chair has also received the 
following, which was adopted by the ladies who were 
present : 

Resolved^ That a vote of thanks be tendered the officers 
and members of the American Whist League by the women 
associate members and visitors for the great courtesies and 
privileges extended to them during this, the Sixth Congress. 

Oriental Hotel, Manhattan Beach, June 27, 1896. 

The resolution was accepted and ordered spread 
upon the minutes. 

Mr. Keiley : I desire to offer the following reso- 
lution : 

That the most hearty thanks of this Congress be ten- 
dered to Mr. Warren A. Hawley, of Philadelphia, for the 
splendid manner in which he has conducted the business of 
his committee. 

Mr. Weems : I intended to refer to Mr. Hawley 
myself, but I shall offer a substitute for Mr. Keiley's 
motion. I want to premise it by saying that Mr- 
Hawley has, at his own expense, contributed the score 
slips and other stationery necessary for the con- 
duct of these matches, and that fact should be in- 
cluded in the motion. 

On motion, duly seconded, the substitute was 
adopted. 

The Recording Secretary : Mr. President, I wish 
to bring up a matter before this Congress. At a 
meeting of the Executive Committee held in St. Louis 
on the 27th day of January, 1896, it appeared that the 
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Boston Commercial Travelers' Club was in difficulties. 
The fact was that the management of this club had 
been taken out of the hands of the gentlemen who 
ivere in charge of the club at the time when the club 
was admitted to the League. There were a number of 
serious charges brought against the club, and the Com- 
mittee took immediate action in suspending that club, 
and the matter now comes up before the Congress. 
I move now that that club be expelled from the League. 

The Chairman stated in answer to an inquiry that, 
the club got into the hands of sporting men and was 
raided by the police. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Remak : I move that the official publication 
of the League be requested to keep continuously in 
print the names and addresses of the Chairmen of all 
standing or special Committees of this League, and of 
the Executive Committee thereof. 

Mr. Smith. I second that motion. Carried. 

Mr. Tormey: I move that the thanks of this 
Congress be tendered to the Brooklyn Whist Club, 
and also to the Algonquin Club, Carleton Club, Colum- 
bian Club, Excelsior Club, Hamilton Club, Hanover 
Club, Irving Club, Knickerbocker Field Club, Lincoln 
Club, Marine and Field Club, Midwood Club, Montauk 
Club, Oxford Club, and Union League Club, for the 
courteous and kind consideration shown the visiting 
members to this Sixth American Whist Congress. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 
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The Chairman: The standing Committee on 
Laws, if the chair may be permitted, the chair would 
like to leave for consideration and announcement to 
the members later. 

Mr. Tormey : I move that a vote of thanks be 
tendered to Mr. Howard Earle, Chairman of the 
Reception Committee, for his many labors. He has 
been at every railroad station that enters the City of 
Brooklyn and New York to meet the delegates, and I 
think if there is anyone that deserves thanks it is Mr. 
Howard Earle, Chairman of that Committee. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Tormey : I also move that a vote of thanks 
of the Congress be tendered to Mr. Jay Stone, Chair- 
man of the Administration Bureau. Mr. Stone has 
been on duty from morning to morning. I don't think 
he has slept one night since he came here. I have 
seen him up at three o'clock and seven o'clock. 
(Laughter.) 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Tormey : One more. I have been talking 
in this room now for four days, as many of you know, 
and am very sorry to take up your time, but one 
minute longer and I shall be through. I move that a 
vote of thanks be tendered to Mr. Robert H. Weems. 
I won't make any statement as to what it's for. You 
all know that without Mr. Robert H. Weems at the 
head of this we would not be here to-day. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 
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Mr. Howell : Mr. President, the players in the 
A. W. L. Contest seem to be in doubt as to the 
method of scoring to be adopted, and I should like to 
submit that question to the Congress for determina- 
tion. The system of play upon which that contest has 
been conducted has always been a system of matches. 
The plan of counting every hand a match has never 
been tried, and there are certain reasons why it would 
not be satisfactory. I therefore make a motion that 
in the A. W. L. Contest at this Congress the matches 
consist of four deals to be played at the four sittings, 
and that these matches be determined in the usual way, 
by a majority of the tricks won. 

Seconded. 

Mr. Keiley : When the announcement of this 
match was made, it was stated that we were to play 
on the basis of each hand counting a match. Now, if 
such is the case, I see no reason for changing it when 
the match is half way through. 

Mr. Foster : In regard to the matter under dis- 
cussion, I wish to state that it was very extensively 
advertised, when we were asked to appear in this Con- 
gress, that the system of scoring would be conducted 
on a certain plan. The plan was that a certain num- 
ber of hands were to constitute a match. In that case 
the score contemplated that the eight hands con- 
stituted a match. When I read over the rules, I 
read them, understanding, that in the scoring, the num- 
ber of hands played would constitute a match, and to- 
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day I understand that the four hands should be a 
match. If I am mistaken I have misled a great many 
people. 

Mr. Work : Mr. President, I think that the rule 
is very clear. Rule 20, on page 10, says that the play 
shall be conducted under the system generally known 
as " Howell's " Modification of the John T. Mitchell 
Progressive System. Mr. Howell, in person, has 
told us what that modification is. I think that what 
he has told us is what it has been understood to be. 
It seems to me that it is a very much more advanta- 
geous one than the other. 

Mr. Tormey : As I conducted this match I want 
to make myself clear. I made a statement before the 
match began, as the gentleman stated, that each hand 
constituted a match. Whether I was right or wrong, 
I made the statement. I made it under the rules 
laid down in this schedule of play. I happened to 
be one of those that formulated those rules at St. 
Louis last winter, and I thoroughly understood 
what was meant by this rule when it was made. 
Whether the rule is good or not does not now matter. 
It says that the number of deals to be played will be 
announced by the committee after the number of en- 
tries have been determined. The winner shall be the 
club scoring the greatest number of matches won. 
In the case of a tie the trick score shall determine the 
result. I made the announcement to the twenty- 
three clubs that entered for the American Whist 
League Trophy Contest that each hand constituted a 
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match. I also stated to them that it not only consti- 
tuted a match, but that they must not expect to pick 
up tricks at the next table they moved to if they lost 
them at the table they played at. I understand that 
that was the understanding of the entire Board of 
Directors that made these rules at that time. Now, 
I want to make this statement, to make myself clear. 
I don't want to stand the responsibility or the brunt 
of this thing put on me, and I want to have the Con- 
gress decide whether I am right or wrong. 

Mr. Weems : I wish to state as chairman of the 
Tournament Committee at St. Louis, Mr. Tormey has 
stated the case accurately ; further, that the Tourna- 
ment Committee referred this question this morning to 
the Executive Committee, and the Executive Com- 
mittee have determined that one tray constitutes a 
match. 

Mr. Bouve : I am quite sure that the players 
generally did not understand Mr. Tormey as saying 
that every hand would constitute a match, and I am 
quite sure that Mr. Hawley had something to say on 
that question. He did have something to say about 
that, and I understood and think that he said to the 
players that all the hands played would constitute a 
match. Now Mr. Work has given an instance of the 
injustice that would arise by counting every hand a 
match. If four hands are played, for instance, and 
three are a tie and one is won by one club, there is 
entirely too much advantage given to the players who 
played the three ties. As for keeping private scores, 
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I do not understand that there is any rule against 
knowing the result of a sitting and playing from one 
sitting to another. The rule is directed against keep- 
ing private scores during the session. This system of 
play has been tried a great deal in Philadelphia, and 
has always been satisfactory. I am afraid that a great 
deal of dissatisfaction will arise if we count every 
hand as an individual match. 

Mr. Whelan : I have not been here during this 
discussion, but understood that in playing for the A. 
W. L. Trophy we played eight hands, and that the eight 
hands constituted a match. Each hand did not con- 
stitute a separate match, but the combined eight hands 
made the match, and that is what I have always un- 
derstood. 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President, I would ask for infor- 
mation ; would it not be a proper thing to refer this 
whole matter, as long as there seems to be an honest 
difference of opinion with regard to the rule — would 
it be fair — to refer it to the contestants when they 
convene this afternoon, and let them decide how they 
understood it, each team to have one vote on the ques- 
tion. If it would, I wish to offer a resolution of that 
character. 

Mr. Work : I am opposed to Mr. Smith's sug- 
gestion, for the reason that it would be impossible for 
contestants to look at the matter from an unbiased 
standpoint. This rule was published by the Executive 
Committee, and was sent broadcast through the land. 
From that time on there have been contests under the 
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Howell System in a number of the leading cities, 
Boston, Brooklyn, and elsewhere. It has always been 
played that way. I do not think that in view of the 
fact that it was played in that way at Minneapolis, 
and with all these precedents, and with the knowledge 
that we have a successful system if we keep on in that 
direction, that we should deviate from it now. 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President, in regard to the 
souvenirs to be given to the club closing in the Ham- 
ilton Trophy Match, I move that it be reconsidered. 

Mr. Whelan : Mr. President, I would like to say 
a word on that question. I don't think that any team 
wants a club prize of defeat put upon its walls to say 
to visitors " you were beaten in the Hamilton finals." 
I don't think that that is in the nature of a prize at all, 
to have that staring you in the face, so that everybody 
can say " Hello, somebody beat you." I do think that 
the men ought to have individual prizes — for this rea- 
son, they have played all through the week and are 
debarred from other contests, and yet the individual 
members get nothing. Now, we may win to-day, and 
I hope we shall, but I would like to have the pleasure of 
having the Hamiltons get something to compensate 
them for sitting here five days. I think they ought to 
have individual prizes, and I think it is a very fair thing, 
if not too expensive, to give the same individual prizes 
to the eight men and let the club who wins it have the 
club prize. 

Mr. Smith : Mr. President I withdraw my amend- 
ment to the original motion. 
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Mr. Weems : I move to reconsider the amend- 
ment to the motion. 

Motion duly seconded and carried. 

Mr. Smith : I would like to withdraw the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. Remak : Mr. President, I now understand that 
we stand here upon the question of Mr. Weems' original 
motion, that individual prizes be given to the loser of 
the Hamilton Trophy Contest. The more I think of 
this in the little interval of quiet that has been had, I 
hope that this motion will be defeated altogether. In 
the first place, we come here, and I think everybody in 
this Congress, irrespective of any former Congress, 
has honored and honored greatly the men who get up 
to the finals and are defeated. I have heard it said 
that this Congress has a record for the giving of 
prizes, and it does seem to me that the best thing we 
can do is not to give them in this case. In the first place, 
and I think it must have come into other minds as well 
as mine, this is the fifth contest for the Hamilton 
Trophy. It consequently means that there have been 
four other losers who virtually are in the same position. 
There is no reason why those losers should be given 
prizes. It would seem just to give them these, if we 
give prizes at all, and I think that if we all think over 
the matter calmly we will come to the conclusion that 
the losers, who at least have had the credit of get- 
ting some reputable opponents out of their way, 
certainly will go away with considerable sympathy, and 
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that they certainly can do without a prize altogether. 
I think, Mr. President, that I have the right to call for 
a club vote when the debate is concluded. 

The motion was lost by a vote of 1 7 to 7. 

Mr. Jones : Mr. President, on behalf of Mr. 
Whitfeld and myself, I wish to tender our sincere 
thanks to the American Whist Congress for the great 
kindness with which it has treated us while we were 
here. 

Mr, Whitfeld : I beg to express my thanks for 
the way in which we have been received. As far as it 
depends on my own wishes, this will not be the last 
time that I shall cross the ocean to visit this Congress 
in America. 

The President then announced the Standing Com- 
mittee on Laws : P. J. Tormey, of San Francisco; 
GuSTAVUS Remak, Jr., of Philadelphia; iRving T. 
Hartz, of Chicago; R. H. Weems, of Brooklyn, and 
C. M. Paine, of Milwaukee. 

The Chairman then announced that there would 
be a meeting of the Executive Committee immediately 
after the close of the Congress, in the room of the Re- 
cording Secretary. 

Mr. Work : I move that the Congress extend a 
vote of thanks to the management of the Oriental 
Hotel for many kindnesses extended to its members. 
Carried. 
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Mr. Weems : I move that we now adjourn. 

Mr, Tormey : If it is not too late, I should like 
to have the name of Mr. Silleck included in that 
motion of Mr. Work. Carried. 

The Congress was then declared adjourned sine 
die.

AN ACT TO mCOBPOBATE THE AMERICAN WHIST LEAGUE. 

It is enacted by the General Assembly as follows: 

Section i. Eugene S. Elliott, John M. Walton, Theo- 
dore Schwarz, Walter H. Barney, Robert H. Weems, Benja- 
min L. Richards, John H. Briggs, Henry A. Mandell, E. Le- 
roy Smith, P. J. Tormey, Charles E. Coffin, Charles D. P. 
Hamilton, Alfred G. Safford, Nicholas B. Trist, George H. 
Fish, Bertram D. Kribben, George W. Morse, and Edward 
H. Shepard, their associates and successors, are hereby created 
a corporation by the name of the American Whist League, for 
the encouragement and promotion of the study and play of 
whist, and for other literary, educational and social purposes 
connected therewith or incident thereto, with all the powers 
and privileges, and subject to all the duties and liabilities set 
forth in Chapter 152 of the Public Statutes, and in any acts in 
amendment thereof or in addition thereto. 

Sec. 2. Voluntary associations, or clubs incorporated 
under the laws of the United States, or under the laws of any 
State or territory, may be admitted as members of said cor- 
poration. 

Sec. 3. Said corporation may have offices in any part of 
the United States, and*the officers and directors of said cor- 
poration may be chosen without regard to their place of res- 
idence. Said corporation shall, however, by writing filed in 
the office of the Secretary of State, designate some person 
resident within this state as its agent, upon whom service of 
legal process may be made with the same force and effect as 
though served upon the Treasurer of said corporation. 
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Sec. 4. Said corporation may take, hold, transmit, and 
convey real and personal estate to an amount not exceeding 
two hundred and fifty thousand dollars. 

Sec. 5. This act shall take effect from and after its pas- 
sage.

BY-LAWS 

OF THE 

AMERICAN WHIST LEAGUE 

AS ADOPTED AT THE 

FIFTH AMERICAN WHIST CONGRESS, 

JUNE 21, 1895, 

AND AMENDED AT THE SIXTH AMERICAN WHIST 
CONGRESS, JUNE 26 and 27. 1896. 



ARTICLE I. 



NAME, OBJECT, DEVICE AND SEAL. 

Section i. The corporate name of this organization is 
the "American Whist League." 

Sec. 2. The object of this organization is the encour- 
agement and promotion of the study and play of whist, and 
such other literary, educational and social purposes as are 
connected therewith, or incident thereto, as provided in an 
Act entitled "An Act to Incorporate the American Whist 
League," enacted by the General Assembly of the State of 
Rhode Island, at its January Session, A. D. 1895. 

Sec. 3. The Device of the League shall be the ace of 
clubs with the letters "A. W. L." inscribed on its lobes; the 
letter *A" on the upper lobe, the letter "W" on the lower 
left hand lobe, and the letter "L" on the lower right hand 
lobe. 
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Sec. 4. The common Seal of the League shall be said 
device with the words "Organized in Milwaukee, April, 1891,'' 
above the same, and the words "Incorporated in Rhode 
Island, February, 1895," below the same, all within an inner 
circle, and surrounded by the words "Seal of the American 
Whist League" between said inner circle and an outer circle 
surrounding the whole. 

ARTICLE 11. 

MEMBERSHIP. 

Section i. The following clubs which were represented 
at the First American Whist Congress, held in Milwaukee in 
April, 1 89 1, and which joined the American Whist League 
before the opening of the Second American Whist Congress, 
and in the order in which their names are hereinafter given, 
shall be known and designated as original or charter mem- 
bers, so long as they continue to be members of this organi- 
zation, viz.: 

The Milwaukee Whist Club, Milwaukee, Wis. 

The Narragansett Whist Club, Providence, R. I. 

The Hamilton Club, Philadelphia, Penn. 

The Chicago Duplicate Whist Club, Chicago, 111.

Sec. 2. All members of this organization must assent 
to these By-Laws, and adopt as their standard the codes of 
laws promulgated by the League; provided, however, that 
clubs may adopt any rule requiring or permitting methods 
of scoring or of forming the table different from those pre- 
scribed in said laws. 

These codes of laws are: — 

I. The Laws of Whist, as revised and adopted at 

the Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 

II. The Etiquette of Whist, as adopted at the 

Third American Whist Congress, 1893. 

III. The Laws of Duplicate Whist, as adopted at 

the Fourth American Whist Congress, 1894. 

Sec. 3. Any organized whist club or other club at which 
the play of whist is a prominent feature, having a club room 
and not less than twenty male members, may, with the ap- 
proval of the Executive Committee, hereinafter provided for, 
become a member of the league on complying with the pro- 
visions of the preceding section. 

Sec. 4. Individual whist players may be admitted as 
Associate Members of the League by vote of the Executive 
Committee, provided they are not members of any League 
Club. 

Associate members shall have the rights of delegates at 
all meetings of the League so far only as to permit them to 
speak, make motions, serve on committees, and participate in 
contests for individuals; but they shall not be eligible to office 
or privileged to vote unless they are otherwise qualified. 
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Sec. 5. Individual whist players, on nomination by the 
Executive Committee, may be made Honorary members of 
the League by the unanimous vote of any annual meeting. 

Honorary members shall not be liable for any fee, nor 
shall they be eligible to office or privileged to vote at any 
meeting of the League unless they are otherwise qualified. 

ARTICLE III. 

AUXILIARY ASSOCIATIONS. 

Section i. Any ten or more clubs, at least three of which 
are members of the League, associated together for the pur- 
pose of promoting the game of whist in any particular locality, 
may, with the consent of the Executive Committee, at a reg- 
ular meeting thereof, be admitted to the League as an Aux- 
iliary Association. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall assign to each 
such association such territory as said committee shall deem 
expedient; and no other such association shall be admitted 
within the territory so assigned; provided, however, that the 
territory assigned to any such association may be altered 
at any time by the Executive Committee of the League at a 
regular meeting thereof, after sixty days' notice in writing. 

Sec. 3. Such associations may adopt any constitutions 
and by-laws not inconsistent with the charter and by-laws of 
the League; provided, however, that the codes of laws pro- 
mulgated by the League shall be the standard of all such 
associations, subject ft) the same proviso as is set forth in 
Section 2 of By-Law 11. 

Sec. 4. Such associations may include in their member- 
sliip League clubs and also clubs which are not individually 
members of the League. 

Sec. 5. Each such association shall be entitled to one 
representative to the Executive Committee of the League, 
with the privilege of the floor and of debate in matters rela- 
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tive to such association. Such representatives shall be elected 
or appointed in such manner as such association shall respect- 
ively determine. 

ARTICLE IV. 

ANNUAL DUBS. 

Section i. Each auxiliary association shall annually pay 
to the Treasurer of the League, three (3) dollars for each club 
belonging to such association. 

Sec. 2. Each League club shall annually pay to the 
treasurer of the League, ten (10) dollars; provided, however, 
that League clubs which are also members of an auxiliary 
association shall be entitled to a rebate on their annual dues 
equal to the amount paid for them by such association. 

Sec. 3. Each associate member shall annually pay to 
the Treasurer of the League five (5) dollars. 

Sec. 4. All annual dues shall be payable in advance; 
those of auxiliary associations on the first day of December, 
and those of clubs and associate members on the first day of 
January, in each year. 

Sec. 5. All auxiliary associations, hereafter elected, shall 
pay to the Treasurer of the league one-twelfth of the amount 
fixed as annual dues, for each month, from the first of the 
month nearest their election to the first day of December fol- 
lowing, and thereafter annual dues as provided in Sec. 4, and 
no association shall be enrolled until the dues for the current 
year have been paid. 

Sec. 6. All clubs and associate members, hereafter elect- 
ed, shall pay to the Treasurer of the League one-twelfth of 
the amount fixed as annual dues, for each month, from the 
first of the month nearest their election to the first of January 
following, and thereafter annual dues as provided in Sec. 4, 
and no club or associate member shall be enrolled until the 
dues for the current year have been paid. 
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Sec. 7. If the annual dues of any League club or as- 
sociate member remain unpaid for three months after the 
same are due and payable, the Executive Committee of the 
League shall have power to suspend such delinquent after 
thirty days' notice. Such delinquent shall be subject to ex- 
pulsion at any subsequent meeting of the League by a two- 
thirds vote. 

Sec. 8. If the annual dues of any auxiliary association 
remain unpaid for thirty days after the same are due and pay- 
able, such association shall stand suspended until such dues 
are paid in full. In case such dues are not paid prior to the 
opening of the next Congress of the League, then such as- 
sociation shall be subject to expulsion by a two-thirds vote ; 

Provided, however, that the suspension or expulsion of 
any auxiliary association shall not affect the standing of any 
League club belonging thereto which shall pay its full annual 
dues to the League. 

Sec. 9. Any club or associate member whose dues have 
been paid to January i of any year, may withdraw before 
March i following, by notice in writing to the Recording 
Secretary and upon surrender of charter or certificate of mem- 
bership, without paying dues for the current year; but, ex- 
cept as herein provided, no League club or associate mem- 
ber shall be permitted to withdraw without full payment of 
dues and surrender of charter or certificate of membership. 

ARTICLE V. 

GENERAL OFFICERS. 

Section i. The General Officers of the League shall 
consist of a President, a Vice-President, a Treasurer, a Re- 
cording Secretary and a Corresponding Secretary. 

Sec. 2. The general officers shall be elected at the An- 
nual Congresses, hereinafter provided for, and shall hold office 
for one year or until their successors are elected. 
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Sec. 3. Vacancies occurring in the list of general officers 
during any interim between Congresses, may be filled by the 
Executive Committee until the next Annual Congress. 

Sec. 4. The president shall preside at all meetings of 
the League and of the Executive Committee, and shall be 
eX'oMcio a member of all committees. 

At the end of his term of office, he shall become ex-afficio 
a member of the Executive Committee, and shall remain a 
member thereof as long as he shall continue an active mem- 
ber of a club belonging to the League. 

Sec. 5. The Vice-President shall perform the duties of 
the President in the absence of the President. 

Sec. 6. The treasurer shall have charge of all funds of 
the League, subject to the direction of the Executive Com- 
mittee, and shall give bond in such amount as the Executive 
Committee shall determine. 

Sec. 7. The Recording Secretary shall keep full rec- 
ords of all meetings of the League and of the Executive 
Committee, and shall perform such other duties as the Execu- 
tive Committee shall from time to time direct. 

Sec. 8. The Corresponding Secretary shall have charge 
of all correspondence between the Executive Committee and 
members of the League, shall preserve copies of all official 
letters he writes and all correspondence he receives, and shall 
perform such other duties as the Executive Committee shall 
from time to time direct. 

ARTICLE VL 

DIRECTORS. 

Section I. There shall be elected by the League, as here- 
inafter set forth, a Board of Directors, which shall not be less 
than twelve in number, which number may at any time be 
increased by any multiple of three. 

Sec. 2. The Directors heretofore elected shall hold office 
for the terms of one, two and three years, as heretofore al- 
lotted by the Executive Committee.

Sec. 3. The Directors hereafter elected shall hold office 
until the election of Directors at the Congress of the third 
year subsequent to their election, except in case of Directors 
elected to fill a vacancy, and also except as hereinafter pro- 
vided in case of an increase in the membership of the Board. 

Sec. 4. In case a vacancy occurs in the Board of Direc- 
tors, the Executive Committee may fill the same until the next 
Annual Congress, at which time a Director shall be chosen 
for the balance of the unexpired term, if any. 

Sec. 5. In case the number of the Board of Directors 
shall be increased at any Annual Congress, the additional Di- 
rectors shall be divided into three classes to serve for one, two 
and three years, respectively, so that the three classes of Direc- 
tors shall be maintained of equal numbers. 

ARTICLE VII. 

EXECUTIVE COMMITTEE. 

Section i. The general officers, the Board of Directors 
and such other persons as are by these By-Laws provided, 
shall together constitute an Executive Committee or Board of 
Government. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee shall have full control 
and management of the business of the League, subject, how- 
ever, at all time to the will of the League as expressed by a 
vote of any Congress or other meeting of the League. 

Sec. 3. Five members of the Executive Committee shall 
constitute a quorum for the transaction of business. 

ARTICLE VIII. 
meetings of the league. 

Section i. There shall be held annually, at such time and 
place as the Executive Committee shall appoint, a meeting of 
the League to be known as an "American Whist Congress.'^ 

Sec. 2. Special meetings of the League may be called at 
any time by the President at the direction of the Executive 
Committee. 
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Sec. 3. At all meetings of the League, each League club 
shall be entitled to send as many delegates as it desires, but 
each delegation shall be entitled on a roll call to one vote 
only, which shall be cast by a majority of the delegations pres- 
ent at the time when the vote is taken. 

No club shall be entitled to send any person as a delegate 
who is not a member of such Club, and no person shall on a 
roll call vote for more than one club. 

Sec. 4. At all meetings of the League, each auxiliary 
association shall be entitled to send as many delegates as it 
desires. Such delegates shall have the rights of associate 
members. 

Sec. 5. Each club and auxiliary association may make 
such provisions as it deems expedient with regard to alternates 
and filling vacancies in their respective delegations. 

Sec. 6. At any meeting of the League, the roll shall be 
called on any question at the request of the delegations repre- 
sentmg any three League clubs. 

Sec. 7. At all meetings of the League, delegates author- 
ized to cast twenty votes on a roll call shall constitute a quo- 
rum. 

Sec. 8. Robert's Rules of Order shall be the standard on 
all questions of parliamentary practice at meetings of the 
League. 

Sec. 9. Thirty days prior to the opening of each Congress, 
the President shall appoint a Reception Committee and a 
Press Committee. 

At the opening of each Congress, the President shall ap- 
point the following Committees: 

1. A Committee on Finance, 

2. A Committee on Nominations, 

3. A Committee on Laws, 

4. A Committee on By-Laws. 

These Committees shall consist of three, five or seven 
members, as shall be determined by the President; and all 
matters introduced at the Congress appertaining to matters of 
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finance and all proposed amendments to the laws or by-laws, 
shall first be referred to the appropriate committee, without 
debate. 

There shall also be appointed by each Congress a Com- 
mittee on Credentials, of which the Recording Secretary shall 
be Chairman. 

Sec. 10. Arrangements shall be made by the Executive 
Committee for the following contests at each Congress: 

i. A contest for teams of four representing League 
clubs. 

2. A contest for teams of two representing League 

clubs. 

3. A contest for teams representing auxiliary associa- 

tions. 

4. Such other contests as the Executive Committee shall 

deem expedient. 

ARTICLE IX. 

OFFICIAL ORGAN. 

Section i. The monthly periodical published in Milwau- 
kee under the name of "Whist," shall be the official organ of 
the League for the publication of all notices and other com- 
munications to the members of the League. 

Sec. 2. The Executive Committee may at any time elect 
the editor of the official organ of the League a member of said 
committee for a term ending with the adjournment of the next 
Annual Congress. 

ARTICLE X. 

JUDGES OF APPEALS. 

Section i. There shall be a board of three Judges of Ap- 
peals, whose duty it shall be to consider and decide all ques- 
tions concerning the interpretation or application of the Laws 
referred to them by any member of the League. Their de- 
cisions shall be published in the official organ of the League. 
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Sec. 2. The first three members of the board shall be 
elected by the Executive Committee for terms of one, two, 
and three years respectively and thereafter the Congress shall 
annually elect one member of the board for the term of three 
years. 

Vacancies occurring in the board may be filled by the 
Executive Committee for the balance of the unexpired term. 

ARTICLE XL 

AMENDMENTS. 

Section i. Propositions to amend either of the codes of 
laws or to amend these By-Laws may be made in writing at 
any meeting of the League, but it shall require a two-thirds 
vote upon a roll call to adopt such amendment. 

Sec. 2. Amendments to the codes of laws shall go into 
effect sixty days after the adjournment of the meeting of the 
League at which they are adopted.

THB aAMB. 

1. A game consists of seven points, each trick above six 
counting one. The value of the game is determined by de- 
ducting the losers' score from seven. 

FOBMINa THE TABLE. 

2. Those first in the room have the preference. If, by 
reason of two or more arriving at the same time, more than 
four assemble, the preference among the last comers is deter- 
mined by cutting, a lower cut giving the preference over all 
cutting higher. A complete table consists of six; the four 
having the preference play. Partners are determined by cut- 
ting; the highest two play against the lowest two; the lowest 
deals and has the choice of seats and cards. 

3. If two players cut intermediate cards of equal value, 
they cut again; the lower of the new cut plays with the orig- 
inal lowest. 

4. If three players cut cards of equal value, they cut 
again. If the fourth has cut the highest card, the lowest two 
of the new cut are partners and the lowest deals. If the fourth 
has cut the lowest card he deals, and the highest two of the 
new cut are partners.

5. At the end of a game, if there are more than four be- 
longing to the table, a sufficient number of the players retire 
to admit those awaiting their turn to play. In determining 
which players remain in, those who have played a less num- 
ber .of consecutive games have the preference over all who 
have played a greater number; between two or more who 
have played an equal number, the preference is determined by 
cutting, a lower cut giving the preference over all cutting 
higher. 

6. To entitle one to enter a table, he must declare his 
intention to do so before any one of the players has cut for 
purpose of commencing a new game or of cutting out. 

CUTTING. 

7. In cutting, the ace is the lowest card. All must cut 
from the same pack. If a player exposes more than one card 
he must cut again. Drawing cards from the outspread pack 
may be resorted to in place of cutting. 

SHUFFLINa. 

8. Before every deal, the cards must be shuffled. When 
two packs are used, the dealer's partner must collect and 
shuffle the cards for the ensuing deal and place them at his 
right hand. In all cases the dealer may shuffle last. 

9. A pack must not be shuffled during the play of a 
hand, nor so as to expose the face of any card. 

OUTTINa TO THE DBA.LBB. 

10. The dealer must present the pack to his right hand 
adversary to be cut; the adversary must take a portion from 
the top of the pack and place it towards the dealer; at least 
four cards must be left in each packet; the dealer must re- 
unite the packets by placing the one not removed in cutting 
upon the other. 

11. If in cutting or in reuniting the separate packets, a 
card is exposed, the pack must be reshuffled by the dealer and 
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cut again; if there is any confusion of the cards or doubt as 
to the place where the pack was separated, there must be a 
new cut 

12. If the dealer reshuffles the pack after it has been pro- 
perly cut, he loses his deal. 

DEALING. 

13. When the pack has been properly cut and reunited, 
the dealer must distribute the cards, one at a time, to each 
player in regular rotation, beginning at his left. The last, 
which is the trump card, must be turned up before the dealer. 
At the end of the hand, or when the deal is lost, the deal 
passes to the player next to the dealer on his left, and so on 
to each in turn. 

14. There must be a new deal by the same dealer: — 

I. If any card except the last is faced in the pack. 

II. If, during the deal or during the play of the 

hand, the pack is proved incorrect or imperfect; 
but any prior score made with that pack shall 
stand. 

15. If, during the deal, a card is exposed, the side not 
in fault may demand a new deal, provided neither of that side 
has touched a card. If a new deal does not take place, the 
exposed card is not liable to be- called. 

16. Any one dealing out of turn or with his adversaries' 
pack may be stopped before the trump card is turned, after 
which, the deal is valid, and the packs, if changed, so remain. 

MXSDBAUNa. 

17. It is a misdeal: — 

I. If the dealer omits to have the pack cut and his 

adversaries discover the error before the trump 
card is turned and before looking at any of their 
cards. 

II. If he deals a card incorrectly and fails to correct 

the error before dealing another. 
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III. If he counts the cards on the table or in the re- 

mainder of the pack. 

IV. If, having a perfect pack, he does not deal to each 

player the proper number of cards, and the error 
is discovered before all have played to the first 
trick. 

V. If he looks at the trump card before the deal is 

completed. 

VI. If he places the trump card face downward upon 

his own or any other player's cards. 
A misdeal loses the deal, unless, during the deal, either 
of the adversaries touches a card or in any other manner in- 
terrupts the dealer. 

THE TBUMP OABD. 

18. The dealer must leave the trump card face upwards 
on the table until it is his turn to play to the first trick; if it 
is left on the table until after the second trick has been turned 
and quitted, it is liable to be called. After it has been law- 
fully taken up, it must not be named, and any player naming 
it is liable to have his highest or his lowest trump called by 
either adversary. The player may, however, ask what the 
trump suit is. 

ibbbguijABITIes in the hands. 

19. If, at any time after all have played to the first trick, 
the pack being perfect, a player is found to have either more 
or less than his correct number of cards, and his adversaries 
have their right number, the latter, upon the discovery of 
such surplus Or deficiency, may consult, and shall have the 
choice — 

I. To have a new deal. 

II. To have the hand played out, in which case the 

surplus or missing card or cards are not taken 
into account. 
If either of the adversaries also has more or less than his 
correct number, there must be a new deal.

If any player has a surplus card by reason of an omission 
to play to a trick, his adversaries can exercise the foregoing 
privilege only after he has played to the trick following the 
one in which such omission occurred. 



OABDS LIABLE TO BE CALLED. 

20. The following cards are liable to be called by either 
adversary: — 

I. Every card faced upon the table otherwise than 

in the regular course of play, but not including 
a card led out of turn. 

II. Every card thrown with the one led or played to 

the current trick. The player must indicate the 
one led or played. 

III. Every card so held by a player that his partner 

sees any portion of its face. 

IV. All the cards in a hand lowered or shown by a 

player so that his partner sees more than one 
card of it. 

V. Every card named by the player holding it. 

21. All cards Hable to be called must be placed and left 
face upwards on the table. A player must lead or play them 
when called, provided he can do so without revoking. The 
call may be repeated at each trick until the card is played. A 
player cannot be prevented from leading or playing a card 
liable to be called ; if he can get rid of it in the course of play, 
no penalty remains. 

22. If a player leads a card better than any his adver- 
saries hold of the suit, and then leads one or more other cards 
without waiting for his partner to play, the latter may be called 
upon by either adversary to take the first trick, and the other 
cards thus improperly played are liable to be called; it makes 
no difference whether he plays them one after the other, or 
throws them all on the table together, after the first card is 
played, the others are liable to be called.

23. A player having a card liable to be called must not 
play another until the adversaries have stated whether or not 
they wish to call the card liable to the penalty. If he plays 
another card without awaiting the decision of the adversaries, 
such other card also is liable to be called. 

LBADING OUT OF TURN. 

24. If any player leads out of turn, a suit may be called 
from him or his partner the first time it is the turn of either 
of them to lead. The penalty can be enforced only by the 
adversary on the right of the player from whom a suit can 
be lawfully called. 

If a player, so called on to lead a suit, has none of it, or 
if all have played to the false lead, no penalty can be enforced. 
If all have not played to the trick, the cards erroneously 
played to such false lead are not liable to be called and must 
be taken back. 

PLAYING OUT OF TURN. 

25. If the third hand plays before the second, the fourth 
hand also may play before the second. 

26. If the third hand has not played, and the fourth 
hand plays before the second, the latter may be called upon 
by the third hand to play his highest or lowest card of the 
suit led or, if he has none, to trump or not to trump the trick. 

ABANDONED HANDS. 

T.j, If all four players throw their cards on the table, 
face upwards, no further play of that hand is permitted. The 
result of the hand, as then claimed or admitted, is established, 
provided that, if a revoke is discovered, the revoke penalty 
attaches. 

REVOKING. 

28. A revoke is a renounce in error not corrected in 
time. A player renounces in error, when, holding one or more 
cards of the suit led, he plays a card of a different suit.

A renounce in error may be corrected by the player mak- 
ing it, before the trick in which it occurs has been turned and 
quitted, unless either he or his partner, whether in his right 
turn or otherwise, has led or played to the following trick, or 
unless his partner has asked whether or not he has any of the 
suit renounced. 

29. If a player corrects his mistake in time to save a 
revoke, the card improperly played by him is liable to be 
called; any player or players, who have played after him, may 
withdraw their cards and substitute others; the cards so with- 
drawn are not liable to be called. 

30. The penalty for revoking is the transfer of two 
tricks from the revoking side to their adversaries; it can be 
enforced for as many revokes as occur during the hand. The 
revoking side cannot win the game in that hand; if both sides 
revoke, neither can win the game in that hand. 

31. The revoking player and his partner may require the 
hand in which the revoke has been made, to be played out, 
and score all points made by them up to the score of six. 

32. At the end of a hand, the claimants of a revoke may 
search all the tricks. If the cards have been mixed, the claim 
may be urged and proved, if possible; but no proof is neces- 
sary and the revoke is established, if, after it has been claimed, 
the accused player or his partner mixes the cards before they 
have been examined to the satisfaction of the adversaries. 

33. The revoke can be claimed at any time before the 
cards have been presented and cut for the following deal, but 
not thereafter. 

MISCBLLANBOnS. 

34. Any one, during the play of a trick and before the 
cards have been touched for the purpose of gathering them 
together, may demand that the players draw their cards. 

35. If any one, prior to his partner playing, calls atten- 
tion in any manner to the trick or to the score, the adversary 
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last to play to the trick may require the offender's partner to 
play his highest or lowest of the suit led or, if he has none, 
to trump or not to trump the trick. 

36. If any player says, "I can win the rest," "The rest 
are ours," "We have the game," or words to that effect, his 
partner's cards must be laid upon the table and are liable to 
be called. 

37. When a trick has been turned and quitted, it must 
not again be seen until after the hand has been played. A 
violation of this law subjects the offender's side to the same 
penalty as in case of a lead out of turn. 

38. If a player is lawfully called upon to play the high- 
est or lowest of a suit, or to trump or not to trump a trick, or 
to lead a suit, and unnecessarily fails to comply, he is liable to 
the same penalty as if he had revoked. 

39. In all cases where a penalty has been incurred, the 
offender must await the decision of the adversaries. If either 
of them, with or without his partner's consent, demands a 
penalty, to which they are entitled, such decison is final. If 
tlie wrong adversary demands a penalty or a wrong penalty 
is demanded, none can be enforced.

The following rules belong to the established code 
of Whist Etiquette. They are formulated with a view 
to discourage and repress certain improprieties of 
conduct, therein pointed out, which are not reached by 
the laws. The courtesy which marks the intercourse 
of gentlemen will regulate other more obvious cases : 

1. No conversation should be indulged in during the 
play except such as is allowed by the laws of the game. 

2. No player should in any manner whatsoever give any 
intimation as to the state of his hand or of the game, or of 
approval or disapproval of a play. 

3. No player should lead until the preceding trick is 
turned and quitted. 

4. No player should, after having led a winning card, 
draw a card from his hand for another lead until his partner 
has played to the current trick. 

5. No player should play a card in any manner so as to 
call particular attention to it, nor should he demand that the 
cards be placed in order to attract the atention of his partner. 
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6. No player should purposely incur a penalty because 
he is willing to pay it, nor should he make a second revoke 
in order to conceal one previously made. 

7. No player should take advantage of information im- 
parted by his partner through a breach of etiquette. 

8. No player should object to referring a disputed ques- 
tion of fact to a bystander who professes himself uninterested 
in the result of the game and able to decide the question. 

9. Bystanders should not in any manner call attention to 
or give any intimation concerning the play or the state of 
the game, during the play of a hand. They should not look 
over the hand of a player without his permission; nor should 
they walk around the table to look at the different hands.

THE LAWS OF DUPLICATE WHIST 



AS ADOPTED BY THE 



FOURTH AMERICAN WHIST CONGRESS, 1894, 



Duplicate Whist is governed by the laws of Whist, 
except in so far as they are modified by the following 
Special Laws : 

THE QAME AND THE SCORE. 

(a) A game or match consists of any agreed number of 
deals, each of which is played once only by each player. 

The contesting teams must be of the same number, but 
may each consist of any agreed number of pairs, one-half of 
which or as near thereto as possible, sit north and south, the 
other half east and west. 

Every trick taken is scored, and the match is determined 
by a comparison of the aggregate scores won by the compet- 
ing teams. In case the teams consist of an odd number of 
pairs, each team, in making up such aggregate, adds, as 
though won by it, the average score of all the pairs seated in 
the positions opposite to its odd pair. 

Each side keeps its own score, and it is the duty of the 
north and south players at each table to compare the scores 
there made and see that they correspond. In case they fail 
to perform this duty, the east and west scores are taken as 
correct, and the north and south scores made to correspond 
thereto. 
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In a match between two teams, the team which wins a 
majority of all the tricks, scores the match as won by that 
number of tricks which it has taken in excess of one-half the 
total. 

In a match between more than two teams, each team 
wins or loses, as the case may be, by the number of tricks 
which its aggregate score exceeds or falls short of the aver- 
age score of all the competing teams. 

In taking averages, fractions are disregarded and the 
nearest whole number taken, one-half counting as a whole, un- 
less it is necessary to take the fraction into account to avoid a 
tie, in which case the match is scored as won by "the fraction 
of a trick.^' 

FORMINQ THE TABLE. 

(b) Tables may be formed by cutting or by agreement. 

In two-table duplicate, if the tables are formed by cut- 
ting, the four having the preference play at one table, and the 
next four at the other. The highest two at one table are part- 
ners with the lowest two at the other. The highest two at 
each table sit north and south; the lowest two east and west. 

DEALINa AND MISDEALINa. 

(c) The deal is never lostj in case of a misdeal, or of the 
exposure of a card during the deal, the cards must be redealt 
by the same player. 

THE TRUMP CARD. 

(d) The trump card must be recorded before the play 
begins on a slip provided for that purpose. When the deal 
has been played, the slip on which the trump card has been 
recorded must be placed by the dealer on the top of his cards, 
but the trump card must not be again turned until the hands 
are taken up for the purpose of overplaying them, at which 
time it must be turned and left face upwards on the table 
until it is the dealer's turn to play to the first trick. The slip 
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on which the trump card is recorded must be turned face 
downwards as soon as the trump card is taken up by the 
dealer. 

IBBBGUIiABrriBS IN THIS HANDS. 

{e) If a player is found to have either more or less than 
his correct number of cards, the course to be pursued is de- 
termined by the time at which the irregularity is discovered. 

I. Where the irregularity is discovered before or dur- 
ing the original play of a hand: — 

There must be a new deal. 

II. Where the irregularity is discovered when the hand 
is taken up for overplay, and before such overplay has be- 
gun:— 

The hand in which the irregularity is so discovered must 
be sent back to the table from which it was last received and 
the error be there rectified. 

III. Where the irregularity is not discovered until after 
the overplay has begun : — 

In two-table duplicate there must be a hew deal; but, in 
a game in which the same hands are played at more than two 
tables, the hands must be rectified as above, and then passed 
to the next table without overplay at the table at which the 
error was discovered, in which case, if a player had a defi- 
ciency and his adversary the corresponding surplus, each 
team takes the average score for that deal; if, however, his 
partner had the corresponding surplus, his team is given the 
lowest score made at any table for that deal. 

FIiAYINa THB CABDS. 

{f) Each player, when it is his turn to play, must place 
his card face upwards, before him, and towards the center of 
the table, and allow it to remain upon the table in this posi- 
tion until all have played to the trick, when he must turn it 
over and place it face downwards, and nearer to himself, plac- 
ing each successive card, as he turns it, on top of the last 
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card previously turned by him. After he has played his card, 
and also after he has turned it, he must quit it by removing 
his hand. 

A trick is turned and quitted when all four players have 
turned and quitted their respective cards. 

The cards must be left in the order in which they were 
played until the scores for the deal are recorded. 

CLAIMma A BBVOKB. 

(g) A revoke may be claimed at any time before the last 
trick of the deal in which it occurs has been turned and quitted 
and the scores of that deal recorded but not thereafter. 



SINGLE-TABLE OR MNEMONIC DUPLICATE. 

The Laws of Duplicate Whist govern, where appli- 
cable, except as follows : 

Each player plays each deal twice, the second time play- 
ing a hand previously played by an adversary. 

Instead of turning the trump, a single suit may be de- 
clared trumps for the game. 

On the overplay, the cards may be gathered into tricks in- 
stead of playing them as required by Law (f). 

In case of the discovery of an irregularity in the hands, 
there must always be a new deal.

Circular sent out by the Executive Committee announc- 
ing Contests and Rules: 

Brooklyn, N. Y., Feb. 28th, 1896. 

To the Members of the American Whist League: 

The Sixth American Whist Congress will be held in 
Brooklyn, beginning Monday, June 22, and ending Saturday, 
June 27. 

At the meeting of the Executive Committee, held in St. 
Louis January 27-30, the report of the Tournament Commit- 
tee, submitting a plan for contests at the Sixth Congress, and 
rules governing the same, was adopted. 

The plan contemplates nine general contests, viz.: 

First, A contest for the Hamilton Qub trophy for the 
year 1896-7. 

Second. A contest for the first possession of the Ameri- 
can Whist League trophy for the year 1896-7. 

Third. A contest for the Minneapolis trophy, for pairs 
representing League Clubs. 

Fourth. A contest for the Brooklyn trophy for teams 
representing Auxiliary Associations. 

Fifth. A contest at Progressive Whist for fours, tricks 
to determine. 
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Sixth, A contest at Progressive Whist for fours, matches 
to determine. 

Seventh. A contest at Progressive Whist for pairs. 

Eighth. A free-for-all contest between the East and the 
West, at Duplicate Whist 

Ninth. A free-for-all contest at Progressive Straight 
Whist.

GENERAL RULES FOR ALL CONTESTS. 

1. Afternoon play will begin at 2, and evening play at 
8 o'clock. 

2. Schedules will inform the players of the hour and 
place at which each contest will be played, and for the guid- 
ance of delegates, schedules will be posted at the Information 
Bureau. 
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3. A record of the result of each match will be posted at 
the Information Bureau. 

4. Entries in the various contests will close at the time 
designated in the rules of the respective contests. Contest- 
ants, however, will confer a great favor upon the CommitteOi 
by entering as early as possible. In making entries, the full 
name of each player shall be given. Entries made prior to 
the convening of the Congress should be addressed to Robt 
H. Weems, chairman Tournament Committee, 220 Lincoln 
Place, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

5. Any team or player not ready to start within ten min- 
utes after the time designated for beginning play, may be de- 
faulted by the portion of the Tournament Committee in 
charge of that match. 

6. No person excepting the players, members of the 
Tournament and Executive Committees, and the Recorders, 
will be allowed in the rooms where two Clubs are playing a 
match, while the same is in progress, without the unanimous 
consent of the players, nor to be present where any other 
match is in progress except with the consent of that portion 
of the Tournament Committee in charge. 

7. It shall be the duty of players after each deal, to com- 
pare their scores with the players at the same table, but no 
player shall be allowed to see or know any score not made at 
his own table, until the end of play of each afternoon and 
evening and then only when announced by the Tournament 
Committee. No player shall be allowed to keep a private or 
second score, or memorandum of any portion of the match 
or play, or of the state or condition thereof, or communicate 
or receive any information in regard thereto, except such as is 
announced by the Tounrament Committee. Upon any viola- 
tion of this clause, the team of the player guilty of such viola* 
tion, shall be immediately required to withdraw from the 
match. 

8. In all matches where both match and trick scores are 
kept, a match won will count one, and a match tied will count 
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one-half. The trick score will consist of the number of tricks 
made by each team. In case of a tie in the match score, the 
trick score of the teams tying will determine the winner. 

9. All questions arising out of or as a result of any 
match will be decided by that portion of the Tournament 
Committee in charge of the match. An appeal to the Execu- 
tive Committee may be taken within two hours from the an- 
nouncement of the decision; otherwise the decision of the 
Tournament Committee shall be final. 

10. The Tournament Committee is authorized to alter 
the rules in any matter of detail, should the occasion, in its 
opinion, render it advisable. 



RULES FOR HAMILTON CLUB TROPHY CONTEST, 

11. Entries must be made in the name of the Club, and 
will close Tuesday, June 23, at noon. No Club shall enter 
more than one team. Substitutions of players may be made 
up to the time of beginning play. 

12. A player must be a member of the Club he repre- 
sents, and no player will be permitted to play for more than 
one Club in this contest. 

13. Players may be changed before play begins in the 
afternoon or evening, but not at any other time during the 
match, except in case of illness or other good cause, and then 
only with the consent of that portion of the Tournament Com- 
mittee in charge of the match. 

14. In the first three days' play each Club shall play an 
equal number of hands against every" other Club, or against 
every Club in its section, should the number of entries make 
it necessary to divide the contestants. The players shall not 
change partners during an afternoon or evening, but shall 
change partners after each afternoon and evening, rotating 
with the other three members of their team.

15. The four teams having the highest scores of matches 
won shall enter the semi-finals. If divided into four sections, 
the Club having the highest score in its section shall be one 
of the four teams in the semi-finals. If divided into two sec- 
tions, then the highest two in each section shall be in the 
semi-finals. If divided into three sections, then the Club hav- 
ing the highest score in its section and the Club having the 
highest score, exclusive of the three last above named, shall 
be in the semi-finals. Two scores shall be kept, viz., the score 
of matches won and the score of tricks taken. Should one or 
more Clubs be tied with the Club having the lowest score of 
the four leading Clubs, the team having the highest trick 
score shall be the winner. In case of a tie between two or 
more Clubs in the two scores, these teams shall play off the tie 
on Friday morning, the number of deals to be determined by 
the Tournament Committee. 

16. The four Clubs entering the semi-finals, shall be 
drawn by lot to play against each other in the semi-finals on 
Friday, and the winners on Friday shall play in the finals 
against one another on Saturday. The semi-finals and finals 
shall consist of forty-eight deals, divided into halves of twenty- 
four deals each, and shall be played under the following 
schedule, which governs the play in challenge matches for the 
American Whist League trophy:

BROOKLYN TROPHY. 

The match for the Brooklyn Trophy was contested for 
between the New England Whist Association and the New 
Jersey Whist Association, both being Auxiliary Associations 
of the League. 

The play for the Brooklyn Trophy was as follows : 
Twenty-eight players, fourteen pairs, were engaged on each 
side ; the players did not change partners during the match. 
The tables were arranged in two parallel rows of seven tables 
each ; in one row New England players were seated north 
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and south, in the other east and west. After a hand had 
been dealt and played at each table, the hands were exchanged 
across the room by the opposite tables in each row. After 
each pair of hands had been played, the east and west play- 
ers moved up and the boards were moved down as in ordi- 
nary progressive. When fourteen hands had been played in 
this way, the New Jersey players in one row exchanged posi- 
tions with the New Jersey players in the other row. Four- 
teen more hands were dealt and the play proceeded as before. 
In this method each New Jersey pair played two boards 
against each New England pair, and all the players played 
the whole number of boards.

RULES GOVERNING CONTESTS 



American Whist League TrophB 

As Amended by the Executive Committee of the League 

AND Ratified by the Fifth Congress, June 22, 1895, 

AND AS Amended by the Executive 

Committee i 895-1 896. 



1. The A. W. L. Trophy shall be held by the club win- 
ning it at an annual Congress until the end of the following 
September; it shall be held subject to challenge as hereinafter 
set forth during the following October, November, December, 
January, February, March and April; it shall be held, from 
the end of April to the opening of the next Congress, by the 
winner of the last match played prior to the first day of May. 

2. The President of the League, or some person desig- 
nated by him, shall appoint an umpire to have charge of such 
challenge match. 

3. All challenges shall be sent to the President of the 
League, or to some person designated by him, and shall take 
rank in the order in which they are received, except that all 
challenges received prior to Septembr ist shall rank as of 
the same date and take precedence by lot, and also except as 
hereinafter provided. 

4. Every League Club shall have the right to challenge. 

15 
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5. All challenge matches shall take place at the home 
of the holder, except as hereinafter provided. 

6. The holder shall not be required to play for the 
trophy earlier than October 15th, nor more frequently than 
once a fortnight, without its consent 

7. The trophy shall become the permanent property of 
the club that either — 

(a) Wins it at three annual tournaments; or 

(b) Wins it in twenty matches actually played 

8. The challenging club having the precedence shall 
name the date of the match, and shall give not less than seven 
days' notice to the club then holding the trophy of the date of 
the proposed match. The day so fixed for the first match 
shall be either the first or the second Saturday after October 
15th, and for subsequent matches, shall be not later than the 
second Saturday after the completion of the previous match, 
except that, in cases where no challenge is pending at the time 
of the last match, the day fixed for a subsequent match shall 
be either the second or third Saturday after the challenge 
therefor shall have been received; provided, however, that by 
the mutual consent of the challenging and home clubs any 
match may be played on any day not later than the limits 
above fixed. 

9. In case the challenging club having the precedence 
fails to play within the times above specified, it shall forfeit its 
right of precedence, but it shall have the right to challenge 
again, such subsequent challenge to take rank as of the day 
it is received by the President, or the person designated by 
him. In case the home club shall fail to play any challenge 
match, and the challenging club has complied with these rules 
and is prepared and willing to play and announces itself 
ready to do so, the trophy shall be forfeited to such challeng- 
ing club. But a challenging club, or one or more next suc- 
ceeding challenging clubs, when acting collectively, may, with 
the consent of the holder of the trophy, concede its or their 
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precedence to. the challenging club or clubs next in order 
after the last conceding club without loss of rank to such con- 
ceding club. 

10. The Executive Committee shall annually designate 
a place and a time, about the middle of the winter season, for 
a match for a trophy between the West and the East. At 
such match, the holder shall have the right to represent its 
section. Should it decide not to do so, the vacancy shall be 
filled by the Executive Committee, who shall also select che 
representative of the other section, provided no ex-holder 
has the right to represent it under the provisions of the fol- 
lowing rule. 

11. The club holding the trophy at the beginning of a 
Congress, shall have the right to challenge the winner and to 
play the first challenge match in the following October. 
Should the winner be from a different section of the country 
from the ex-holder, the latter may elect either to become the 
first challenger, as provided for above, or to become the 
representative of its section in the mid-winter match, in case 
the trophy shall then be held in the other section. 

12. For the purposes of the foregoing provisions, the 
territory of the League is divided into two sections, the East 
and the West. The East shall comprise all territory east of 
the east lines of Ohio, Kentucky, Tennessee and Alabama. 
The West shall comprise the balance of the United States. 

13. Matches shall be played under the system generally 
known as the "two table" or "team of four game.'* 

14. Matches shall consist of forty-eight deals. 

15. Matches shall be divided into halves, the first half 
to be played in the afternoon and the last half to be played 
in the evening of the day designated for their play. 

16. In case of a tie, the umpire shall decide in what 
manner and at what time the tie shall be played off. In case 
either club refuses to play off a tie as decided by the umpire, 
the match shall be deemed to have been' won by the club that 
is ready to play, and shall be so counted. 
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17. The players shall change positions .at every four 
deals according to the following schedule, in which the num- 
bers I, 2, 3 and 4 represent the players of the challenging 
club, and the numbers 5, 6, 7 and 8 represent the players of 
the home club.

18. Players shall not be changed during a match except 
in case of illness or other unavoidable inability on their part 
to play, and then only with the approval of the umpire. 

19. A player must be a member of the club which he 
represents, and no player shall represent more than one club 
between any two consecutive Congresses. 
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20. Afternoon play shall begin at 2:30 and evening play 
at 8 o'clock, unless the competing clubs by mutual consent 
change these hours. 

21. The score shall be announced by the umpire at the 
end of each four deals, and the players shall not adopt any 
method of informing themselves of the state of the score at 
any other time during the progress of the match. 

22. A record of the play shall be taken at the request 
of either of the competing teams ; and, if such request is made, 
each player must leave the cards played by him in the trays 
in the order in which he played them. Such record shall be 
taken by two persons, one of whom is selected by the cap- 
tain of each team; and it shall be so taken as not to interfere 
with the play. After taking a record of the play of each deal, 
the recorders must shuffle the cards in each hand before they 
are replayed. 

23. No person except the players, the umpire, the re- 
corders and members of the Executive Committee of the 
League, shall be allowed in the rooms in which a match takes 
place, while it is in progress, unless the consent of both the 
competing teams thereto be first had and obtained. 

24. All questions arising out of or as a result of any 
match, shall be decided by the umpire, and his decision shall 
be final unless an appeal be taken therefrom within forty-eight 
hours after the rendition of his decision. Such appeal shall 
lie to the Judges of Appeals of the League, and their decision, 
or the decison of any two of them, with respect thereto, shall 
be final. 

25. Immediately upon the close of a match, the umpire 
shall report the result to the President of the League, or to the 
person designated by him.
